I am replying to your letter of September 23, 1987. Several things 
happened which should be brought to your attention. After Richard had 
been with our troop for several months, we went to summer camp. One night 
at summer camp we found Richard in one of the boys tents. It happened to 
be our senior patrol leader so the boy was alone in the tent. We had 
heard rumors about Richard and were watching him very carefully. He 
was only in the tent a few minutes (about ten). We questioned the boy and 
are fairly certain no molestation happened but after questioning the boy 
we also felt that was the reason for the entry into the tent. 

Al though the next few items aren't nearly as important as any possible 
molestation of the boys, nevertheless I feel they show that Richard is 
definitely not an adequate role model/leader. 

1) Richard has bizarre eating habits. The boys and scout ers that 
were assigned to his table at summer camp were astounded at his 
habits. One example was putting ketchup on his cereal. Another 
example was putting orange juice on his pancakes. The mixes 

of food that he came up with were unusual and unappetizing, to 

say the least. Most people wouldn't believe the combinations 

unless they saw them. The boys usually did not want to sit with 

Richard because of his strange eating habits. 

2) Richard was very lax in awarding advancements to the boys. They 
knew that and would go to him to get skill awards etc. There 
was one time when he gave or approved 5-6 skill awards including 
"teaching" the skills in 15 minutes. We had to initiate a policy 
that only certain assistant scoutmasters were allowed to approve 
awards. 

I'm sure there were many other incidents that I am unable to remember 
after approximately 12 months since the troop asked Richard not to come 
back to our meetings. I was under the impression that "council" knew of 
the problems we were having. In talking with other scouters at Roundtabla 
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Kirschner, Heimlich, MSKigan & Co .

and camporees, we were told that several other troops had complained to 
council* I would suggest that you contact the scoutmas ters and other 
leaders of troops that Richard has been associated with, I would also 
suggest you contact some of the other leaders of Troop 475, namely Gary 
Mayer, Jeff Collins, Roger Greenawald or Gordon 7 ink . 

It worries we even more now that Richard is working with a cub scout 
pack. The older boys in boy scouts could deal with someone like Richard 
easier than the 7-10 year old cub scouts. 

If this is the first time that council has become aware of the 
problems with Richard I am sorry for not personally notifying you earlier. 
I was told that you knew all about the problems I would be haopy to have 
somebody come down to my office and discuss this with me. I r m sure it 
could be arranged for some of the other leaders mentioned above to be 
there also,

We reserve the right to refuse registration ^whenever 
there is a concern that an individual may not meet the high 
standards of membership which the BSA seeks to provide American 
youth. 

If you wish to have this decision reviewed by BSA regional review 
committee, please write to the regional director within 60 days of 
the date of this letter, explaining yotcr version of the facts 
supporting your claim that your registration as a BSA member 
should be reinstated. The procedures of a review of this decision 
are attached,

1. Within 60 days, you must request in writing a review of this 
decision. Your request should be s ent to the regional 
director, East Central Region, BSA. In your request you may 
include your version of what occurred in support of your 
claim that your registration should not have been denied. 

2. Upon the receipt of your written request, a committee will 
be appointed to review the situation. 

3. You may attend the. review hearing, but is not adversarial in 
nature and neither the committee nor you will be represented 
by legal counsel. If you wish, you may be accompanied by no 
more than two other individuals if their testimony might 
assist the committee in discovering the truth and arriving 
at a correct decision. 

4. The committee will review the facts as presented, and may 
interview any persons whose testimony might assist them ir. 
arriving at a correct decision. 

5. You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the 
committee . 

6. If you disagree with the decision of the committee, you mav 
request a review of this decision by the National Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America.

Concern regarding Richard Mason's denial o£ membership by the Central Ohio 
Council, Columbus, Ohio. 

Richard Mason was invited to attend but distance was prohibitive. Concerns 
involve the fact that Mr. Mason is evidently slightly retarded. His problem 
seems to be that he does not possess the moral, educational, and emotional 
qualities necessary to give positive leadership to youth. 

Real concern was expressed that after reading the entire file, no specific 
allegations could be found charging Mason with any action that would warrant 
placing him on the confidential file. 

It was noted that Central Ohio Council has not yet put him in the 
confidential file. The committee felt we need to talk to Mr. Mason. Dan 
Hart and Eugene Trescott will be asked to meet at 2:30 p.m. on Monday, March 
19 at the Columbus Scout office to meet first hand with Mr. Mason. The case 
will be reconsidered at our next meeting.
